Com parative Quiet 
Prevails a t L a 
Salle and C entralia—Leaders of the 
Mob Held to A nsw er—The General 


Situation—M any D ecatur 
Miners 
Quit. 
L a S a l l e , 111.', May 2d.—Six com­ 
panies of arm ed soldiers are encam ped 
a t the o utskirts of this town. 
They 
arrived early yesterday and stood in 
readiness to p u t dow n an uprising of 
law less strikers all day, and as th e sun 
w ent dow n the soldiers and every citi­ 
zen in the tow n outside th e strikers 
w as in a state of nervous anxiety for 
fear afa uprising m ight occur. 
The 
arriv al of th e m ilitia w as a g reat sur­ 
prise to every one in th e tow n save 
M ayor M atthiessen and Sheriff T aylor 
I t n o t only surprised th e strikers, but 
g reatly angered m any of them , espe­ 
cially the Slavs. 
A m ass m eeting oi: 
strik e rs w as called a t th e T urner hall 
a t 9 o’clock in th e m orning. 
Some o:’ 
th e m ore prom inent strik ers indulged 
in th e m ost violent incendiary anc. 
anarchistic speeches and did every 
th in g in th e ir pow er to incite th eir 
fellow s to riot. 
M ayor M atthiessen tiie d to explain 
to th e rebellious elem ent th a t he had 
n o t th e au th o rity to bring back the 
prisoners. 
They had been arrested by 
connty officials and could only be re­ 
leased by due process of law. He th en 
advised th e strik ers to quietly disr 
perse. 
M ayor M atthiessen addressed 
th e m eeting, b u t his speech seemed 
ra th e r to irrita te th a n quiet th e in­ 
cendiary elem ent, and as he le ft the 
h a ll they how led for th e release of 
th e tw o men im prisoned in the county 
ja il a t O ttaw a. 
T he m eeting finally 
ended quietly. 
The local au th o rities have not been 
able to learn if any of th e strikers w ho 
indulged in the rio t T hursday evening 
w ere killed. 
D eputy Sheriff B rennan 
of Ottawa, w ho took p a rt in th e con­ 
flict, said th a t he saw several of the 
rioters fall and th e ir fellow s carrying 
them aw ay. 
Sheriff T aylor is greatly 
im proved and sent w ord from O ttaw a 
th a t he w ould come over here. 
Depu­ 
ties H oolihan and Dwyer, w ho were 
sh o t in th e groin and thigh, are o u t of 
danger. 
Five conipanies of the m ilitia arrived 
here ab o u t 9 o’clock in the m orning 
in com m and of Col. Fred B ennett of 
J o lie tt on th e Rock Island road. 
L ate 
in th e afternoon an o th er com pany ar­ 
rived, m aking six in all. 
These forces 
are of th e T hird regim ent of Illinois 
N atio n al Guard. 
T he soldiers pitched 
cam p on a p lateau ab o u t a q u arter of 
a m ile east of the sh aft w here the rio t 
occurred. 
A fracas occurred in the n o rth p a rt 
of the city, w hen a num ber of strik ers 
severely b eat and kicked a Polish 
m iner nam ed Birkew ski, whom they 
accused of being a spy. 
The m an is 
likely to die from th e effects of his in­ 
juries. 
A freig h t tra in on the Illinois Cen­ 
tr a l railro ad w as ditched a few miles 
so u th of this city, near the Oglesby 
m ine a t IO o’clock la st n ig h t 
None 
w ere injured, th o u g h th e tra in was 
w recked. 
A com m ittee of the strik ers from 
local assem bly No. 
348, K nights of 
Labor, m ade a statem en t denying th a t 
th e strik ers w ere responsible for the 
rio t a t La Salle mine. They blam e th e 
deputies 
The com m ittee denies th a t 
any of th e strik ers made use of fire­ 
arm s, b u t declares th a t the deputies 
sh o t each oth er in th e ir fright.

RIOTERS HELD FOR THEIR ACTS. 


Twenty of the Leader* at Centralia 
Halt Answer—Troops Arrive. 
Ce n t r a l ia , III., May 26.—Theseven- 
ty-eight rio tin g coal m iners from Du- 
qnoin arrested here by Sheriff Helm 
and his deputies were arraigned before 
Justice A ndrew s late la st evening on 
charges of conspiracy, trespass and in­ 
tim idation and held to the grand jury 
in bonds ran g in g from SICO to $500 
each. 
T w enty, th e num ber designated 
as leaders of T hursday’s mob, are re ­ 
quired to give good security for their 
appearance w hen the grand jury w ants 
them. 
T he oth er m iners were per­ 
m itted to go on th eir ow n recognizance. 
W ith three full com panies of heavily 
arm ed state soldiers closely guarding 
the starved-looked m iners and every­ 
body m om entarily expecting an out­ 
break of some kind th is tow n passed 
one of th e m ost exciting days in its 
history. 
As fa st as th e soldiers ar­ 
rived they w ent into cam p a t the 
arm ory. 
N. B. M orrison, president of 
th e Odin Coal com pany, whose mines 
a t Odin w ere saved from destruction 
T hursday by the prom pt action of 
Sheriff Helm, cam e dow n to urge th a t 
stric t punishm ent be d ealt o u t to the 
arrested men. 
The city, th e coal com 
panies and th e railroad had a g reat lot 
of w itnesses here. 
A t 3 o’clock la st n ig h t an o th er as­ 
sau lt was m ade by strik ers on th e of­ 
fice of the Big F our company. 
T here 
happened, however, to be half a dozen 
deputies guarding th e premises, anc 
they quickly scattered th e gang by 
tak in g a shot a t them . 
Sheriff Helm 
received a telegram in the evening 
tellin g him th a t attem p ts had been 
m ade by strik ers during the day to 
b u rn three or four bridges on the 
Cairo S hort Line, betw een Duquoin 
and Carbondale. 
E verything is quiet 
here now.

To Pieces Yesterday and Says the 
Officers Must W ithdraw —Quiet At 
Cripple Creek. 


D e n v e r ,May 26.—Governor W aite’s 
socialism cropped out today. 
He de­ 
clared his fu ll sym pathy w itn th e 
Cripple Creek strik ers who blew up a 
mine and killed eleven w orkm en yes­ 
terday. 
He issued a proclam ation a t 
noon ordering th e deputies to retu rn 
to th eir homes. The m ilitia is oredred 
to be in readiness to proceed if there 
is trouble. 
Quiet has reigned a t Crip 
pie Creek today, there being no re­ 
new al of yesterday’s b attle. 
At IO 
o’clock yesterday m orning'eleven men 
started to w ork in the Strong m ine on 
B attle M ountain. 
Shortly afterw ard 
a large p arty of strik ers blew up the 
shafthouse w ith powder, causing a loss 
of $25,oOO, and th en dropped IOO pounds 
of g ia n t pow der dow n the shaft, w hich 
w as also exploded, killing all th e in­ 
mates. 
The deputies have w ithdraw n 
from the field. 
Denver w ill send an­ 
oth er train lo ad of hired fighters a t l l 
o’clock to-day. 
Colorado Springs w ill 
add m any and Leadville w ill contribute 
300. 
These forces w ith those already 
in the field w ill aggregate 1,100 men, 
who are selected for courage. 
W ith a 
tw elve pound rifled canuDn a t th eir 
head they w ill renew the assault by 
noon, w ithout, however, m uch pros­ 
pect of dislodging th e strikers, who 
are terrib ly effective in th e use of

restrained.

done th eir utm ost th is w eek to give 
business a vacation. 
B ut w ants un­ 
satisfied during the la st year, belated 
and m uch lessened, and y et g reater 
th an those of any oth er nation, have 
caused a volum e of trad e quite large 
for th e season. 
Prices of products 
still tend dow nw ard w ith o u t m uch 
speculation. 
“ I t is n o t surprising th a t farm ers 
retain w h eat a t present prices w here 
they can. 
Corn has been stronger, 
no tw ith stan d in g large receipts and in ­ 
significant exports. 
P ork products all 
declined w ith 
heavy receipts, and 
coffee is also lower. 
The astonishing 
cheapness of w heat and cotton w ill 
affect th e .rapidity of the m ovem ent in 
th e fall, and also w ill directly lessen 
the am ount of money required in mov­ 
ing th e crops. 
“ W hile the iron industry especially 
and m any others to some ex te n t have 
been restricted by scarcity of coal and 
coke, th e num ber of w orks resum ing 
have been g reater th a n th e num ber 
stopping from oth er causes. 
I t is a 
w aiting season, b u t th e disposition to 
w ait is this year m uch intensified. 
“F ailures dim inish in im portance, 
th e am ount of liabilities for the th ird 
week in May being only $2,204,139, and 
for three weeks, $7,836,972, of w hich 
$2,642,687 were of m anufacturing and 
$5,025,007 of trad in g concerns.

num ber of failures reported this week 
is 183 in th e U nited States, ag ain st 259 
la st year, and in Canada 28, ag ain st 14 
la st year, and again th ere are noted 
scarcely any of im portance.”

Legislature In 1893 Made Provision For 
the Raising of Funds W ithout the 
Submission of Questions to a Popu­ 
lar Vote—Commissioners Decide on 
Precautions. 


There is a hitch in the issuing of 
bonds for a new high school. 
The attention of the board has been 
called to Chapter 311, session laws of 
1893, published April 24, 1893. 
The 
chapter applies to all cities of over 
3,000 population and having a special 
charter. 
It then gives the common 
council power to issue bonds in an ag­ 
gregate am ount not to exceed five 
per 
cent of 
the 
assessed valua­ 
tion 
of 
property 
for 
city 
hall 
and 
site, for 
school 
houses, sites 
and equipments, for bridges, sewers, 
w ater works, fire departm ent, police 
stations, and in fact mentions nearly 
every item of municipal expense. 
Be­ 
fore the issue of bonds for any p u r­ 
pose the common council must first 
prepare an ordinance, setting forth 
the object and purpose of such issue, 
which ordinance m ust be published at 
least one week before action is taken 
by the council. 
This ordinance, if 
adopted by a three-fourths m ajority of 
the common 
council, becomes valid 
and the issue of bonds can be made. 
O nly a S lig h t H itc h R esu.ts. 
It would appear by this law, th at 
no vote is required in the High school 
m atter. 
However it will be a very 
easy m atter to right things, as the 
school board and common council ap­ 
pear a unit in the m atter. 
It is prob­ 
able th at the question will be brought 
to the attention of the council a t the 
next meeting. 
The legal lights in the school board 
have been considering the effects of 
this chapter on the proceedings taken, 
and are by no means certain. 
•Whils I do not think it absolutely 
necessary,” rem arked Clerk John Cun 
ningham of the school board, “ we 
will, as a precautionary measure, ask 
the council to publish the ordinance 
in the official paper, and after such 
publication, 
re-pass the 
ordinance, 
thus complying w ith chapter 311, and 
comply strictly w ith the law .” 
City Attorney McElroy could not be 
seen this afternoon, but it 
is under 
stood he has examined the law, and 
thinks the course pointed out by Clerk 
Cunnirgham the proper one to take.
